LARGE JOSHUA TREE BURNS 


Fire in Roosevelt Monument Park 
Attributed to Vandals.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 21.— 
A magnificent Joshua tree, thought 
to have been the largest of the 
strangest desert spécies in exist- 
ence, was burned yesterday, pre- 
sumably by vandals. The tree was 
80 feet high and its age was esti- 
mated at 1600 years. 

The tree stood in the National 
Roosevelt Monument Park near 
Lancaster, Cal. The Joshua tree is 
found only on the Pacific Coast. 
Scientists call it the oldest living 
thing of the desert and say it de- 
scended probably from the lily.

last night from a mountain village, |

belief that he and plane had been 
buried in the snows which have 
fallen in the Andes for days. 

A medical examination showed 
that the flyer was suffering from 
various injuries, principally severe 
bruises, incurred when he lost his 
footing on a glacier and tumbled

Landing Forced by Snow. 

Guillaumet set out a week aga 
yesterday from Santiago de Chile 
with mail and cargo for Mendoza, 
an Argentine border city.

More About P. R. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T is a pleasure to answer the intelli- 


gent objections to proportional rep- 
resentation as a method of elections, Tre- 
cently presented by Mr. Gerard in this 
column. The objections merit longer 
treatment than can be given here and I 
urge those interested to consult the book, 
“Proportional Representation”, by Hoag 
and Hallett, from which most of the fol- 
lowing discussion has been abstracted. 

Mr. Gerard fears that many voters, 
may not express more than first choices 
on P. R. ballots. That has not been the 
case where P. R. has been in use in 
American cities. Moreover, under P. R. 
first choices are counted, and if no oth- 
er choices are indicated, the present sys- 
tem of elections obtains. 

It is true that P. R. requires a differ- 
ent ballot than the one used for electing 
single executives. But the alternative is 
continuance of the present ballot for leg- 
islative candidacies—a ballot woefully in- 
accurate in obtaining for each vote cast 
its proportionate influence in the final 

ection returns. 

° At first thought it might seem that the 
handling and rehandling of ballots in the 
central count under P. R. makes for in- 
accuracies. The truth is just the oppo- 
site. The rehandling of ballots provides 
a check by different persons. The bal- 
ancing of totals after each transfer is a 
further safeguard. Finally a single pub- 
lic count insures greater accuracy than 
a count in scattered precincts. In prac- 
tice the count is often made by @ central 
staff, which is usually specially appoint- 
ed and given some previous training. 

The list system of P. R. such as is used 
in France is superior to the present ma- 
jority method of election. The difficulty 
with it arises in elections when, for ex- 
ample, half of its list has been elected by 
party members. Which hal¢ of the in- 
dividual candidates has been chosen ? 

I see no reason why P. R. endangers 
the two-party system if the thought of 
the electorate involved follows two main 
lines. The party with more than half 
the votes elects its proportionate share 
of the candidates. At present party vot- 
ers must either accept the party candi- 
date blindly or change to the opposition. 
P. R. permits the party votes to nom- 
inate and help elect party representa- 
tives, and he need never leave the party 
unless fundamental principles are at 
stake. . 

As a matter of fact, the farm bloc in 
Congress has badly broken down the two- 
party system rationelly, although that 
bloc bears the Republican tag. Why con- 
ceal the fact?

The first rivers and harbors bill since 1927, passed 
yesterday, is of great interest to the Middle West. It 
authorizes a nine-foot changel from the lakes to the 
gulf; it approves in principle a nine-foot channel on 
the Upper Mississippi! and authorizes a $7,500,000 ap- 
propriation to begin the work; it authorizes an ap- 
propriation of $15,000,000 on the Missourl between 
Kansas City and Sioux City;\it authorizes a nine 
foot navigation project on the Tennessee between

The question of diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan is adjusted in the Blaine amendment to 
the bill. It provides that War Department engineers 
shall make a survey to determine the amount of 
water needed for navigation purposes, ‘this survey 
to be completed before 1939. In the meantime,’ the 
schedule set by the Supreme Court in the Chicago 
sewage disposal case will govern. This provides 
6500 cubic feet of water per second until 1937, 5000 
feet until 1939 and 1500 feet thereafter. The schedule 
was arranged without regard to the navigation prob- 
lem, but simply to give Chicago time to build sewage 
disposal plants. But until 1939 at least it provides 
all that is needed for navigation purposes. By that 
time the engineer’s report will show exactly what 
ig‘ needed for navigation and final adjustment can 


It is maintained by engineers that a diversion 
from Lake Michigan of 10,000 feet of water per 
second lowers the lake levels by not: more than five 
and one-half inches, so that navigation needs on 
the inland waterways will lower them by approxi- 
mately two inches. The bill provides a system of 
regulating works on the lakes by which engineers 
claim they will be able to raise lake levels as much 
as 18 inches. That should quiet the fears of states 
surrounding the lakes that any damage can result 
from diversion at Chicago. For that matter, the 
high lake levels prevailing at present have destroyed 
the theory that diversion is the villain of the piece.

The wet Massachusetts Con- 
gressman yesterday handed to 
newspaper correspondents, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of Can- 
non’s challenge, a signed statement 
In which he repeated his charge 
that Cannon had been guilty of “a 
shameless violation” of the corrupt 
practices act in failing to report 
anti-Smith campaign funds  re- 
ceived by him in 1928. Cannon's 
dare had included a thinly veiled 
threat to bring suit against Tink- 
ham if he repeated his accusations 
off the floor of the House. 

Circumstances of the Dare. 

In the course of his prepared 
speech in the House Tuesday, Tink- 
ham asserted that Cannon had vio- 
lated a criminal statute when he 
failed to report, within the period 
provided by law. the receipt of 
$65,300 from E. C. Jameson, New 
York firancier. Referring to the 
fact that Cannon eventually ac- 
counted for only $17,000 of the 
fund, and refused to tell the Sen- 
ate Lobby Committee what he did 
with the remaining $48,300, Tink- 
ham added that until Cannon re- 
ported, under oath, his disposition 
of the $48,300 he would “stand 
convicted in the eyes of all honest 
men of having appropriated that 
money to his own use.”

closed a shortage of $35,000 in 
Lawrence County’s deposit with 
‘the bank, a deficit of $49,000 in a 
State deposit; and about $10,000 
worth of customers’ bonds missing 
from the safe deposit boxes. 

Officials said at Mount Vernon 
yesterday that it was unlikely that 
\a special grand jury would be 
called to investigate the collapse of 
the bank. Charlies A. Landrum, 
County Prosecutor, said he had in- 
formation regarding the shortage 
from the bank examiners.and: “It 
jooks as if case of false entries may 
develop.”

J. Warren Kerrigan. He directed 
seven Westerners with that star, 
then.returned to acting, scored in 
“Hell Morgan's Giri” and then 
made his great hit in “The Miracle 
Man.” “The Penalty,” “Ace of 
Hearts,” “The Shock,” and others 
followed.
